dependent on potatoes. The tubers have: 
retted in the earth through excess . of 
moaisture,-and the pangs of hunger com- 
palled the people to dtecand in bands ou the 
rice growers in the valleys. Something likoa 
panic prevailed in Ichang for twoduyn, and 
200 soldiers ‘were sent to the seat of dis. 
turbance. Fortunately there waa no neces- 
sity to resort to forco, as: the.riotors paace- 
Folly dispersed. on being alforded relief by 
the magistrates. From suph information ag 
can be gathered, the rice crop in the west of 
China has suffered severoly, and ag is well 
known the spring crop of wheat and beuns 
haa been superseded by opium in Szechuan, 
leaving tho sustenance of the people entire- 
ly dependent on the summer rice, The pro- 
vince, which used to export grain largely, 
now does‘no more thon supply itself. and 
there are no hoards to fall back «am.
